THE final of the 1981 FIFA world 
youth tournament for the Coca Cola 
Cup will almost certainly be played in 


Melbourne. 


Matches in the series between the 16 finalists 
will be spread between Newcastle, Canberra, Mel- 
bourne, Sydney, Adelaide and Brisbane. 

The tournament will last for about 19 days 
and the ideal time would be in May. 


Australia was decided 
upon as the venue for the 
1981 finals during dis- 
cussions between Australian 
Soccer Federation and FIFA 
officials in Sydney on Mon- 
day. 


The FIFA officials are Mr 
Sepp Blatter and vice-presi- 
dent Mr Harry Cavan. They 
were on their way to Japan 
for the draw for this year's 
youth tournament finals. 


Australia failed to qualify 
for the finals. Paraguay won 
the remaining vacancy (see 
separate story). 


Australia was under close 
consideration two years ago 
as host nation for this years 
finals but when Japan was 
chosen instead, FIFA indic- 
ated tht Australia would be 
the front-runner for the 1981 
tournament. 


@ As host nation, the 
Australian team will auto— 
matically qualify for the 
1981 finals.

ASUNCION, Para- 
guay — Australia 
failed to score a 
single goal in the 
World Youth 
Championship quali- 
fying tournament 
against Paraguay 
and Israel hers. 


The young Socceroos drew 
0-0 with Israel and last 0-3 to 
Paraguay in their last two 
matches. Paraquay’s victory 
was its third in a row, and 
gave it a place in the finals 
along with the USSR, Japan. 
Poland. Hungary. Yugoslavia. 
Spain, Portugal, Mexico. 
Canada, South Korea, North 
Korea. Guinea, Algeria, Uru- 
quay and Argentina. 

The finals will be played 
from August 25 to Septem- 
ber 7 at Osaka, Hiroshima 
and Kobe in Japan. 

The Paraguayans defeated 
Australia 2-0 m the opening 
game of the series on Febu- 
rary 7. Australia and (Israel 
tied O-O in the second game 
on February 9, Paraguay beat 
Israel 3-0 in the third game 
and Australia and Israel 
played a second scorless 
draw in the fourth game. (The 
result of the second Paraguay 
v. Israel match was not avail- 
able at Press time.) 

Paraguary’s Romero 
opened the scoring aginst 
Australia with a heacer after 
24 minutes of the game 
played before 40,000 fans ~ 
including Paraguayan presi- 
dent Alfredo Stroessner — 
at Defensores Del Chaco sta- 
dium. 

The second goal came 
from a penalty by Vera just 
on half time after a foul by 
lan Rowden on Cabanas.

George Cross 


kicked off 
Olympic Park 


George Cross, once the pride of Australian 
soccer, does not have a home ground for the 
1979 season. 


The 1964 Australian Cup winner has had its application for 
continued use of Olympic Park refused by the ground’s com- 
mittee of management 

Successful applicants are Fitzroy and Footscray for the 
main stadium and Juventus and Essendon-Croatia for the 
greyhound track. 

George Cross vice president Alf Zahra said this week: "We 
are bitterly disappointed. We were told only that our application 
had been refused. We were given no reason.” 

Mr Zahra said he would ask Footscray J.U.S.T. president Mr 
Tony Kovac whether George Cross could use Schintler Re- 
serve as its 1979 home ground.

Ray Richards, the 
man with the longest 
throw in Australian 
soccer, has trans- 
ferred to APIA after 
10 years with Marco- 
ni. 

He is one of Australia’s 
longest-serving inter- 
nationals, having played in 
the 1973-74 World Cup, on 
the 1967 Asian tour, the 


1970 world tour and the 
1972 Asian. tour. 


Richards dropped out of 
Marconi's team due to a per- 
sonal clash with the then 
coach Rale Rasic, last year. 


However, Marconi’s new 


» coach Les Scheinflug an- 


nounced only last week that 
he hoped soon to have Rich- 
ards back in the team. so no- 
one had expected his transfer 
to APIA. 


Richards lost two stone 
after a recent operation to his 
jaw, and says it will take him 
only two or three weeks to 
reach peak fitness. 


He said he had had no real 
intention of playing this sea- 
son but decided to get back 
into action as Scheinflug’s re- 
quest. 


But when Scheinflug went 
to the committee, it voted 
that Richards should not 
come back “at the moment.” 


“In other words, they 
wanted me to hang around 
waiting to see how the team 
fared.” Richards said. 


“After 10 years with 
Marconi, it is hard to sever 
ties. | still have [lots of 
friends there, but there are 
@ few men in high places 
who are against me. Had it 
not been for one com- 
mittee ‘member in partic- 
ular, | may have stayed 
with the club.’ 


There was no fee involved 
in Richards’ transfer to APIA. 


“Jim Adam (APIA‘s 
coach) has a really strong 
squad, so it wilt be hard for 
me to break into the team. 
They've got Peter Stone in 
midfield. as well as Brian O’- 
Donnell who | predict wil! be 
a sensation this year There's 
also Eric Curruthers who's 
an excellent player.”

One would applaud the Polish 
skills and their many one-twos if 
they walked the ball into the net 
five or six times but the truth is 
that for the last half hour against 
South Australia, they were fight- 


ing for survival. 

spectetors are charged 
$7 but for what? They will be 
kidded no longer! 

We ‘saw by the low attend- 
ances at Wisla’s games that the 
public now demands only the very 
best. 

So we must give them the best, 
regardless of the cost. 

Let's have a quick look at the 
teams that have visited Australia 
in recent years. Some have pro- 
vided value, but too many have 
disappointed. 

Red Star played champagne 
football on its first tour in early 
1977 and Celtic was extremely 
impressive the same year because 
of the Scots’ honesty and total 
commitment to the game. 


Velez Moster (1976) was a 
good team in patches because it 
had some exciting individuals, but 
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Hearts of Midicthian (1976) 
was an insult to the Australian 


public. 

Rangers h(1975) of 
the same year was one of the best 
outfits to have graced these sho- 
res. 

The very bast, however, was 
Cruzeiro of Brazil, (1972) which | 
still rate as the most exciting team 
every seen in Australia. 

Ferencvaros, Wolves, Ben- 
fice, Middlesbrough, Legla 
Warsew, and others were only 
ordinary 

The USSR anc Greece also 
played pedestrian football but at 
least they were national represen- 
tative teams (albeit not the best 
available).

What's more, it is now quite 
commonplace for club teams to 
defeat national sides. Hajduk 
Split, for example, beat the 
USSR 3-0, yet the USSR was 
able to beat Yugoslavia 4-2. 

If national teams are not avail- 
able from Europe or South Amer- 
ica, we should play against Asian 
countries, and put everything we 
have into promoting such match-

The Victorian 
Soccer Federation 
hopes to bring a 
“truly star-studded’’ 
European team to 
Australia next year, 
Federation secretary 
Mr George Wallace 
said this week. 

He declined to name 
the team, but it is be- 
lieved to be in the cal- 
ibre of Liverpool, 
Bayern Munich, Feye- 
noord, Moenchenglad- 
bach, PSV Eindhoven, 
AEK Athens, Juventus 
or Panatinaikos. 

Mr. Wallace said the VSF 
and the NSW Federation 
hoped also to have an over- 
seas team touring in May. 
West Bromwich Albion, 
Aston Villa and Nottingham 
Forest are three clubs under 
consideration. 

Success of negotiations 
depends upon the match fee 
sought by the prospective 
tourists.

Mr. Wallace responded to 
a challenge issued by South 
Melbourne Hellas president 
Sam Papasavas last week.

transfer problem

There are two possible solutions to the 
Victorian problem of players moving back 
and forth between PSL and Victorian Fed- 


eration teams. 
They are: 


1. A PSL permit system. The PSL could allow promising 
Federation players to play in their club's PSL side under a 
special permit. At the moment, the PSL requires that ofl 
players in the team be fully registered with the league. 

2. Dual registration. The senior piayers of a PSL club could 
be asked by the club to sign not only PSE registration forms, 
but also State Federation forms, enabling the players to com- 
pete in both competitions. The VSF would however, restrict 
its Federation teams to only two or three such playere at any 


one time. 


In tho first two years of the PSL, thara have been major 
problems associated with PSL clubs bringing players up from 


their Federation teams. 


To use a Federation player In the PSL side, the club had to 


When th PSL team was done with him, he could not return 
to the Federation team more than once, as this would require 
a second transfer, and under Federation rules, a player is en- 
titled to only one transfer a season. 

Talks between officials of the Federation and of the PSL 
clubs — South Melbourne, Fitzroy and Footscray — are ex- 
pected to take place before the PSL kicks off its 1979 season 


on March 10.

“there was no contact between 
the national league and Second 
Divison teams.” 

Maclaren said the situation 
became 2 problem when a player 
like Steve Kakantonis, who 
came into Hellas’ first team from 
the second team, couldn't return 
to the lower leaque and spent the 
remainder of the year on the 
bench for the PSL side 

“Hopefully, the problem will be 


solved,” said Maclaren. “and 
players will be able to have dual 
registration — one with the VSF 
and one with the PSL 

‘Eight quality youngsters will 
be selected from the Second Divi- 
sion side to train with the 17 
players in the PSL team. They will 
train togerher under my staff 
coaches and the two teams will 
be selected from these players. 

‘It’s all open. Each week there 
are 25 players in the running for 
the 11 places in the PSL first 
team. 

Mclaren said 14 players would 
be selected for PSL games. lea- 
ving 11 for the Second Division 
side. 

Maclaren’s coaching staff is 
Steve Waiker, former Hellas and 
Juventus player Bill Curran, 3 
successful coach of Victorian 
State junior teams, and Michael 
Watson, a physical fitness ex- 
pert, 


Mr. Papasaves states that 
there were not enough PSL 
players in the Victorian selec- 
tion. The truth is, there were 
six PSL players on the team 
sheet, the others being Peter 
Laumets, the most ex- 
pensive goalkeeper in Austra- 
lia, and Gary Cole, who 
came on as a substitute. 

“Also, the squad had to be 
changed around by coach 
Len McKendry after three 
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PSL players, Theo Selemi- 
dis, George Christopoulos 
and Alan Davidson, were re- 
quired to leave earlier than 
had been expected, with the 
national under 19 squad. 
“Clearly, the Victorian 
coach went for a blend of 
youth and experience.” 
Victoria‘s next match is 
against a Morwell selection 
as part of the Morwell Festi- 
val on March 31. However, 


the Victorian selection will 
not be the same as the one 
that played against Wisla, as 
some of the players may be 
required by their clubs for 
Dockerty cup games. 

On Monday, April 16, Vic- 
toria travels to Adelaide to 
meet South Australia, which 
drew 1-1 with Wisla Krakow 
last week. 

Victoria is also due to play 
against AC Milan in June.

Wentworth Park OK for

The similarities between Yakka Banovic and 
Ron Corry are significant. Like Corry, Banovic 
has rapier-sharp reflexes and the agility of a cat. 
Like Corry, Banovic is a fitness fanatic. Like 
Corry, Banovic is expert at saving penalties. 

Corry played for Sydney Croatia. Banovic plays for Essendon 


Croatia. 


Corry was goalkeeper of the national team during the 
'1969 and 1973 World Cup qualifying series, so if their 
careers continue to run parallel, Banovic will play for Aust- 
ralia in the World Cup series of 1981. 


The more 7 watch him in action, the 
more Banovic convinces me that he Is 
close to being the best goalkeeper in 
Australia, At 22 there are many years left 
in which to improve even further, and he 
even has an advantage over Corry — 
he’s taller 


His senior representative career start- 
ed in South Australia when he played for 
that State against Red Star Belgrade and 
Victoria in 1977. 

It continued two weeks ago when he 
kept goal for Victoria in its O-? loss to 
Wisla Krakow. He thus has something in 
common with Jack Reilly as well, for 
Reilly, also represented two States — 
Victoria and NSW 

Reilly, incidentally, remains one of Banovic’s 
competitors for a place in the national team, as 
does South Melbourne’s other goalkeeper. 
Peter Lauments, who was bought recently 
from Preston-Makedonia for $15,000 — an 
Australian record price for a goalkeeper. 


When Victorian coach Len McKandry was 
trying to decide batween Banovic and_Lau- 
ments on the eve of the match against Wisla 
Krakow, he told both of them that it was like 
trying to choose between Ray Clemence and 
Peter Shilton. 


Banovic was bom in Bihac. Croatia, on No- 
vember 12,1956 and was eight years old 
when his parents emigrated to South Australia, 
to settle at Whyalla. 


The family is naturalised, meaning Banovic 
is eligible to play for Australia. = 


At school in Whyalla, Banovic.was an 
all-round sportsman. He represented the 
Spencer Gulf srea at Table tennis and rep- 
resented South Australia at high school 
level in interstate school championships, 
finishing third in javelin and discus but 
having to withdraw from the 1500 metres 
due to injury. 


The primary school he attended played Aus- 
tralian Rules football but no soccer. so Banovic 
developed into a brilliant ruck rover and 


ings and soccer in the afternoons. His first 
soccer club was a Greek outfit called Thunder 
and young Banovic played not in goal, but at 
centre forward 

“After a year and a half of that. | eventually 
had to choose between the two sports, so | 
stopped playing Aussie Rules and joined the 
Croatia Whyalla juniors,” Banovic recalls, 

“l was still playing centre forward but about 
@ year after | joined, our goalie was hurt The 
coach wasn't at the game. so our captain 
asked me to go into goal, because | used to 
play Aussie Rules. 

“Later, the boys told the coach, he.had a 
took at what I could do and finally told me that 
although | was a good forward, | had a much 
better future as a goalkeeper.” 

So young Banovic spent about a season and 
@ half in goal for the juniors and at 16 he broke 
into the senior team for four games. 

His association with Croatia Whyalla ended 
after the club was drawn to play “big brother’ 
Croatia Adelaide in the Wills Cup. 

So well did Banovic play, that the Adelside 
club signed him on the spot. 

To say that the Adelaide club was im- 
pressed by the young goalkeeper would 
be an understatement, as it started flying 
him from Whyalla and back every week- 
end, so he could continue to attend his 
high school. - 

. However, this proved too hetic and after a 
year. he moved to Adelaide where he matricu- 
lated and was accepted to teachers’ college. 

He had only about a dozen first team games 
in his first season but in 1973:he was Croatia’s 
No. 1 goalkeeper and did not miss a game. He 
was with Croatia when it was relegated and 
when it came back the following season and 
although other clubs were making offers for 
him, he was happy to stay with Croatia which, 
he Says, was treating him well. 


But in 1976 Metros Croatia of Toronto 
toured Australia and the Canadians were 
‘9 impressed with Banovic that they in- 
vited him to’ come over for a trial. 


He finished schoo! that year and took up the 
offer in 1977. “I'd gone as far as | could in 
Adelaide and | now wanted to make soccer my 
profession,” he says.

Overseas tours create many 
funny and sad incidents. | will tell 
you of a few of the funny in- 
cidents that aren’t normally re- 
ported by the media. Facts and 
figures about the national team 
are well and good but it is the be- 
hind-the-scenes happenings that 
interest. soccer fans most. 

TH never forget the time the 
Australian team bus pulled up 
outside our hotel in Vietnam in 
1967. There was a young English- 
man in the party who was un- 
known and unproved, 

What's more, the bulk of the 
squad came from New South 
Wales. excpet our young friend, 
who hailed from Queensland. 

After the bus had pulled up, the 
young Englishman stood up end 
declared at the top of his voice: 
“Bobby Chariton wouldn't stay 
in that place, so why should we?” 

| wondered who did this young 
man think he was, standing there 
with bis big chest stuck out. 

It was Ray Richards, who 
tater became a pillar of strength in 
the Australian team, and one of 
the greatest players to represant 
the country. 


In 1969, we visited South 
Korea for a World Cup qualifying 
match. We drew 0-D to put the 
Koreans out of the running. and 
keep our hopes alive 

The moming after the match 
Billy Vojtek and | went for a 
walk to a nearby village. The 
game had been given wide cov- 
erage and soon there were people 
coming from everywhere because 
they recognised us. 

Billy didn't wait to see what 
was going on. Without saying a 
word, he took off towards the 
hotel at a tremendous pace. | was 
always said to be the fittest man 
in the team, but there was no way 
1 could catch Billy. 


That's the type of friend you 
need when a ‘blue’ is about to 
start! 


it showed Vojtek was quite fit. 
despite the fact he never liked 
training of putting in extra effort 
during a game. 

A year after that, the squad was 
In London on the world tour of 
1970. "Noddy Alston, who 
came from England, offered to 
show us around Luton, which is 
about eight miles from London. 

We were having a look at a few 
sights in the area, and ‘Noddy’ 
directed us to @ paddock. It was 
night, and the paddock quite dark. 
The story was that years earlier, 
two girls had been murdered in 
the paddock and every time there 
was a full moon the ghosts of the 
girls would appear. 


We tooked closely and could 
see a figure whose teeth and 
jumper stood out. We got the 
shock of our lives and even ‘Nod- 
dy’ couldn't explain what was 
happening. 

Then our from the dark walked 
Harry Williams wearing a white 
jumper! 

He had taken a short cut to 
catch up with us, and after we ex- 
plained why we were a little pale, 
Harry saw the funny side. 

Every team has its resident 
comic. Between 1967-69 Alan 
Mamoch was the funny man of 
the Australian team. 


He had the ability to mimic 
various people and was excellent 
at taking off coach Joe Viasits-. 

In 1969 we were in Mozambi- 
que. The weather was hot as hell 
and the squad spent the whole 
day by the hotel pool. Just as the 
hottest part of the day was ap- 
proaching, there was a call on the 
poolside phone for one of the 
squad members. 

Four players were told ‘Uncle’ 
Joe was on the phone and that 
we wanted them to get into thsir 
full uniform, including trousers, 
blazer and tie. They were to meet 
him in the hotel lobby in 10 
minutes to go to an official func- 
tion. 

The foursome trooped off and 
teturmed fully attired 10 minutes 
later They :were sweating like 
pigs in the steamy conditions but 
really blew their cool when Mar- 


noch rolled up in the lobby and 
told them it was he who had sent 
the call! 

if John Barclay, the tour 
manager, could’ comer Alan he 
would find out why his room ser- 
vice bills got so high during the 
trip! 

1 always remember a match 
against Israel in 1969 as being 
funny. Early in the match, Israel's 
star striker Mordechai Spiegler 
put the ball through my lags, but 
as he ran past he got tangied up, 
clipped my leg and ended up 
flying through the air and landing 
on his head! 

The 50,000 crowd, thinking ! 
had up-ended its hero, booed 
loudly. This made me feel right at 
home and | had one of my best 
matches for Australia! 

But the funniest incident | was 
involed in came in Brisbane. Aust- 
tralia was playing Greece, and one 
of the opposing midfielders kept 
kicking Australia’s Danny Walsh. 

Later Walsh was flattened from 
behind and | decided that was 
enough. | ran nearly the length of 
the field and landed a right hook 
on the jaw of the spiteful Greek. 
Muhammed Ali would have 
been proud of that punch and 
everyone at the ground. bar the 
referee, saw it. 

But despite laying out the op- 
ponent. ! was voted best and 
FAIREST, player of the match bya 
panel of soccer writers! | was 
presented with a beautiful trophy 
which | still have.

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Aggressive, athletic, a 
keen fighter. That’s how 
national coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf described the Aus- 
tralian male soon after arri- 
ving ‘down under.’ 


The much-travelled West 
German said he wanted to 
capture the nation’s ‘let’s have a 
go attitude in the Socceroo 
team. 


Gutendorf might since have been dis- 
couraged by the sight of a few ‘Norms’ 
sitting around drinking tinnies, but the 
bronzed Aussie does exist in Australian 
soccer, 

And if Gutendorf needs his belief in the 
Australian male re-affirmed, he doesn't 
have to look past the Socceroo squad. 

Murray Barnes of Sydney city has 
every attribute of a bronzed aussie. 

The 25-year-old Australian is strong, 
aggressive, a straight talker, and to make 
the image complete, will often be found 
on a Sydney beach armed with a surf- 
board. 

Barnes has youth on his side, yet he 
also has considerable experience in inter- 
national soccer, making him an essential 
part of future Socceroo sides. 

-But the easy-going Barnes isn't inter- 
ested in getting into big raves about the 
future of the national team. He’s out to do 
his best at the game he loves. 

“Soccer takes up a large part of my li- 
fe,” said Barnes, “‘but what does that 
really matter when | love playing the 
game so much? Sure, there are times 
when we're playing in 35 degree heat and 
1 wish | could be on the beach, or when 
my wife Saily gets on my back for spen- 
ding too much time away. 

“But I need soccer more than the 
beach, and Sally is really my biggest fan 
as well as critic.““ 

The powerfully-built Barnes realises his

physique plays a major part in his playing 
style. 

“i'm not a ball player,” he said. “Skill 
has never been my strong point and it’s 
unlikely my style will change. 

“I like to be aggressive on the field. In 
midfield | get plenty of action, and can 
attack from behind. 

“! prefer playing as s deep-lying for- 
ward, so | get the chance to score goals, 
as well as getting stuck in the middie of 
the park.”’ 

That's Barnes’ way; an honest talker 
who doesn’t dodge any questions off the 
field, and a dynamic player who can cut 
loose and create havoc. 

Many soccer writers hold the opinion 
Barnes would be a greater asset to the 
Australian team as a forward. He played 
in midfield during Australia’s 1977 World 

é Cup preliminary matches and holds down 
a similar position at Sydney City. 

“When ! was young and fast," joked 
Murray, *'l was a right winger. I switched 
to midfield around 1974 and | preferred to 
Stay in that position. 

“Rudi Gutendorf played me as a for- 
ward during a tral game before he left for 
South America with the under 19 team, so 
maybe he thinks I’m better suited to play- 
ing up front. It would be OK. if he wanted 
me to play as a striker. | can adjust my 
Style fairly easily.” 

Barnes had a below average season in 
1978 but there are a number of reasons 
for this. 

“Early in 1978 my father died,” remem- 
bers Barnes, “‘and that had an influence 
On my soccer. On top of that, | started a 
university course and became a full-time 
Student. 

“| hadn't studied since | did my HSC in 
1971, so going back to school was 
strange. it added a bit more strain and I'm 
sure my soccer suffered.” 





Barnes is doing a three-year course in 
environmental studies, which takes in 
biology and earth sciences. 

Barnes’ career with Sydney City began 
nine years ago when he joined Hakoah 
(Sydney city’s previous name) as a 716- 
year-old. 

“tl played with Kuringai as a junior,’ 
said Murray, ‘and was selected in a 
number of youth representative teams. 

‘‘| was in the under 16 state team, 
which was coached by Billy Stoovia. Billy 
was also third grade coach at Hakoah, and 
he asked me to come down to the club.” 

But Hakoah didn’t know how lucky it 
Was to get Barnes. 

Barnes returned and within two 
seasons had played first team for Hakoah 
in the NSW State League. 

He made his first appearance as a sub- 
stitute at the age of 17 and after that tot- 
tered on the verge of a regular first team 
place. 

The coach at the time was Dave Maci- 
aren, now manager of South Melbourne 
Hellas. 

“I had no gripes with Maclaren,” said 
Barnes, “‘but there were a few players in 
the team who didn't mind one bit when he 
left. Then again, Maclaren is still very 
good friends with other players. 

“Maclaren and Chaldi have different at- 


titudes towards players. Gerry respects — 


the players and our private lives. He tries 
to get an even balance so our private life 
isn't upset. 

“‘Dave tended to be friends with some 
players but didn’t want to have much to 
do with the rest. He treated them as 
soccer players who were there to do 
something for him and bugger everything 
else."" 

Readers will be interested to hear Barn- 
es’ opinion of Jimmy Shoulder. 

“Jim was a good coach," he said, ‘“‘but 
he didnt have enough experience at 
handling people. The national! side was 
only his second or third team.” 

Expect big things from Barnes, the 
bronzed Aussie, this season.

When Essendon Croatia coach Brian 
Edgley talks of discipline and exceptional fit- 
ness, the subject isn’t likely to be Kung Fu or 
the latest guru-inspired form of meditation. 


Edgley is a strict disciplinarian 
and believes soccer, even at part- 
time tevel, requires total devotion. 

“Discipline is the first thing that 
must be established in a team,” 
he said. “Players must go by the 
rules set down by the coach. 

“They must be disciplined to 
play to the best of their ability, 
and give 100% to their club. 

“And if players step out of 
line, they can expect to gat hit 
where it hurts — in the pocket. 
Fines on players are a part of 


any top club that wants to stay 


strong. 

It was Edgley’s reputation of 
being a strong coach which inter- 
ested Essendon Crostia in the 
former Mooroolbark, Doveton and 
South Melbourne boss. 

Croatia, the State League 
champion, has 8 number of big- 
name players and disputes over 
contracts threatened to split the 
side during the summer break. 

Croatia hopes the discipline in- 
stillad by the new coach will hold 
the players together for another 
highty-successful season. 

“Croatia got me because | give 
all my effort to my job,” said Edg- 
ley. “I take the attitude that once 
you are employed, you are com- 
mitted to do the job as profes- 
sionally as you can. 

“Regarding players and their 
contracts, there should be no 
trouble during a season. A player

has plenty of time to negotiate 
before the season and once he 
signs, he has no right in the world 
to ask for more money. 

“The players at Croatia and 
at a few other State League 
clubs, are well-paid. If they 
are going to accept the money, 
they must give their all in re- 
turn.”’ 

But isn't that 2 little harsh on 
part-time players? 

“Hf a player is an amataur,” 
continued Edgley, “he can do 
what he wants; ‘not turn up to 
training, play with dirty boots or 
go out on the town the night 
before a game. 

“But when he takes money 
raised by hard-working com- 
mitteemen and supporters, it 
doesn’t matter a scrap if he Is 
part-time or not. He must repay 
those people by playing at his 
best. kesping his body in good 
condition and accepting the deci- 
sions of his coach.” 

Edgley added that soccer 
players lack the dedication of Vic- 
torian Football League players. 

“Aussie Rules players some- 
times get up at six o'clock to 
train,” said Edgley; “then report 
back at four in the afternoon for 
another session. 

“The discipline Is very strict and 
onty those who abide by the rules 
end up getting a place in the 
team.”

Edgley places emphasis on fit- 
ness. 

“0H make a pradiciton 
now,” said Edgley. “If Croatia 
can reach paak fitness, | don’t 
think any team will worry us 
this season. The team has a 
tremendous amount of skill 
and with fitness, it will be 
almost unbeatable.” 

Edgley’s training schedules, 
which are guaranteed to seperate 
the men from the boys, have 
broken the backs of many players. 
Just ask down Frankston way. 





_ fo the Bunce style 


Frankston’s Freddy 
Bunce, a definite players’ 
coach, rejects the idea that 
shouting and abusing 
players will improve a lax 
training session, so he 
often starts a simple ex- 
ercise from scratch to get 
his players working. 

And that often involves Bunce 
doing the exercise to show how 
easy it is to do. 

“If the players aren't motivated 
to work in training,” said Bunce 
“you'll often get poor .quality. If 
my players get fax, I'll stop the 
session and do the particular ex- 
ercisa myself. 

“The players then think, “Hell, if 
he can do it, why are we making a 
mess of it?’ Most times the 
players will respond and make 3 
rapid improvement.” 

This technique is only one of 
many new styles Frankston 
players are slowly getting used to 
Bunce’s style, heavily-influenced 
by his involvement in the Austral- 
ian coaching scheme in which he 
is a staff coach, is foreign to most 
of the Bayside club's players. 

“A lot of the players have never 
been coached in that style be- 
fore,” said Bunce. “As a result we 
havent been able to progress as 
quickly as | would have liked. 

“At Frankston we have been 
concentrating on the principles of 


play. The players are now under- _ 


standing the style, so we will have 
something to build on.” 

The former Ringwood City 
coach, who eamed praise for the 
way he kept the easter suburbs 
team's head above water in the 
relegation zone during. his stay, is 
out to do something positive with 
his new club, 

**| was always up against it 
at Ringwood,” said Bunce. “I 
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had interference and always 
had to look over my shoulder 
to check the going-on behind 
my back. 

“At Frankston I've got better 
players to work with and the com- 
mittee is going to let me coach. 
The club got me to do @ job, and 
now it's up to me to produce the 
gods.” 

Bunce said Frankston’s failure 
fast season had put more pressure 
on him and his squad to do wall 
this year. 

“Every club would like to be in 
the Philips League,” said Bunce, 
“and the first step is to win the 
State League. That's our target. 
and obviously the target of a lot of 
other clubs 

“But | believe we have a good 
chance of making It.” 

Bunce said he likes to get a 
good relationship with his playing 
squad. 

“Many coaches think they must 
be 10ft higher than the players,” 
said Bunce. "There. are times 
when | have to be like that, be- 
cause things can get out of hand 
when there's no pressure on a 
player. 

"But the benefits of having a 
good relationship with a squad 
are greater.” 





What are some of the prob- 
lems? 

“|! sometimes get players say- 
ing: “You like so and so more than 
me.’ which is human nature 
really. It’s rare for 11 individuals 
to get along without any prob- 
lems.” 

Frankston City’s players in pre- 
vious years have eamed a raputa- 
tion for a slight over-indulgence in 
the ‘good life’, particulary the 
night before a game. 

“Obviously, | can't be a baby- 
sitter for the players while they 
are away from training or games,” 
said Bunce. 

“All | can do is advise them, for 
the good of the club, that they 
shouldn't do things like go out 
boozing the night before a game.” 

Bunce added the would dis- 
courage his players from ex- 
cessive drinking in Frankston's 
clubrooms. 


“It doesn’t Jook good if sup- 
porters see players sitting 
around a table with jugs and 
jugs of beer,"’ he said. 


Bunce added if ever he had 
problems with a player. he would 
always talk to him in private 

“It's all right getting on well 
with the players,” he said, “but at 
times you have got to have a man 
to man talk to sort things out, 

“But ! never would do that sort 
of thing in front of other players. 


However, Bunce said problems 
involving a team’s. performance 
will not be solved with talk 


“Team talks often don’t 
work out because players end 
up criticising each other,’ said 
Bunce. “Tho best way is to get 
out on the park and work on 
group organisation. Hard work 
on the park will solve the 
problem.”"

“There is no substitute for 
skill,” he said, “but a skilful player 
who runs out of steam after 30 
minutes is not helping his team. 

“Skill is given priority In any 
team | coach but if any player hes 
the ability to run for a whole 
game, whether he be skilful or 
not, then he is a valuable player.” 

Edgley said too many skilful 
players neglect their fitness be- 
cause they “get lazy and think 
their skill will get them through.” 

"There's not P team in the 
world that has 11 highly-skilful 
players,” said Edgley. “Every team 
has at least one player who 
makes up for a lack of skill with 
greater fitness.” 

Edgley, who was criticlsed 
at Frankston for being a ‘fit- 
hess nut,’ defends himsstf by 
saying: ““At Frankston we 
needed exceptional fitness to 
overcome a distinct lack of 
skill. We had only two skilful 
players and they didn't want 
to get fit. 

“Frankston had too many de- 
fansive players, so we needed to 
be able to outrun opponents to 
win games.” 

During his coaching career, 
Edgley has run into problems with 
players rajecting his discipline. 
How does he see his relationship 
with players? 

“| must maintain a distance be- 
tween myself and my players,” he 
said. “! will chat and joke with my 
boys at times but mostly | don't 
like to get too involved. 

“I've never socialised with my 
players and I’m not about to 
change. Once a coach becomes 
one of the. boys, the players lose 
their respect for him. If he talks to 
one player more than another it 
can create havoc. ‘Smith won't be 
dropped because he’s in with the 
coach.’ I've heard that so often 
from players.” 

Edgley said it was important to 
talk in private with players about 
their performances, not in front of 
other players. ; 

“| believe strongly in the Eng- 
lish way of managing teams, he 
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said. “The managers and coaches 
there sre separate from the play- 
ers. 

“1 pick teams on ability, not 
personalities.” 

The Croatia committee has 
pledged full support for Edgley- 
He believes this is essential. 

“At Frankston,” he said, 
“the administration changed 
its attitude half way through 
the season. It wanted to be 
strong with the players one 
minute but after a few players 
started whispering in 5 few 
eers, changed its mind. 

"The Frankston players just 
didn't like any discipline. The two 
or three bad ones complained to 
the committee, which was 
enough to unsettle the squad. We 
started playing badly and even- 
tually | was sacked.” 

Edgley said Frankston’s admin- 
istration during his stay was divi- 
ded. 

“| had no Idea who was funning 
the club,” said Edgley. “Every club 
should have a central figure who 
has control, but at Frankston 
there were two or three people 
fighting it out” 

Edgley coached South Mel- 
boume in 1976, before quitting. 
He later took over control at 
Doveton.. 

“Leaving Doveton to return 
to Mooroolbark was a very 
bad mistake on my part,”’ ssid 
Edgley. “’t left a happy club 
with a good committees, and 
joined a sinking ship.” 

Edgley rejoined Mooroolbark 
during 1977. The club went bank- 
tupt at the end of the season. 

“Two weeks after going back to 
Mooroolbark | knew | had made a 
big mistake” said Brian. “But it 
was sentiment. | helped establish 
the club in the State League, and 
wanted to restore Mooroolbark.” 

Edgley will have no time for 
sentiment this season. as he tries 
to guide Croatia to a second suc- 
cessvie league championship,
